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Summary of purpose and/or changes:  
 
LB 354 would have amended section 77-2716, Nebraska adjustments to federal adjusted gross 
income, to exclude some or all military retirement benefits from adjusted gross income and, 
therefore, from income taxation.  The military retirement excluded would have been limited to 
$48,000 for a joint return or $24,000 for all other taxpayers.  LB 354 defined military retirement 
benefits to mean periodic payments attributable to uniformed services of the United States.  The 
exclusion was to be for taxable years beginning on or after January 1, 2007.
